The abov e notice in the list of new 
institutions incorporated yesterday by 
the secretary of state marks the pro­ 
gress of the enterprise of a company of 
prominent citizens and business meti 
of Morrihon. 
This company was organized some 
time ago for the purpose of building 
a dam across Rock Riv er at Lyndon 
for the purpose of securing water 
power for the generating of electrici­ 
ty. The company has already done a 
great deal of preliminary work. It 
now owns fiv e acres of land on one 
side of the riv er and four on the other. 
The plans for its dam are practically 
completed, and the indications now 
are that actual work will be started 
early in the spring. The concern, it 
is understood, is backed by all of the 
capital necessary to accomplish its 
project and establish its business. 
The dam and power plant, it is said, 
will cost in the neighborhood of one 
hundred thousand dollars. 
The purpose of the company is to 
furnish electric power for manufac­ 
turing purposes. One of its principal 
fields will be Morrison, eight miles 
from Lyndon, to which place the cur­ 
rent can easily be supplied with but 
little loss, 
Morrison has no water 
power facilities, and all of its indus­ 
tries there are now run by steam or 
gasoline engines. It is the expecta­ 
tion that if good power can be secured 
there at a low rate, many factories 
will be induced to locate there. Power 
will also be furnished elsewhere, and 
the people of Lyndou are looking 
forward to a boom. 
Another idea of the company is to 
project an electric railroad from Lyn­ 
don to Morrison and to dev elop the 
current for propelling the cars by 
means of its hydraulic plant.
